Absence of War 


Claremont Professor Tells Rotary 


AE of us want peace in the 
world now, but it is more than 
absence of war, W. Henry ‘Cooke, 
professor cf history at Clare- 
mont colleges, told the Upland Ro- 
tary club members at their lun- 
cheon meeting Wednesday in the 
Upland Woman’s club house. 

Many Americans, he declared, 
want’ “one world” if it does not 
interfere ‘with personal anrzition 
and pragress of our cwn nation. 

But he said it will take years of 
eaucaticn to build up an interna- 
ticnal loyaity to the United Na- 
tions charter for peace. 

For. 100 years, he stated, we 
were taught that Great Britain 
was. arrogant, unjust and crue}, 
and our pre-war attitude toward 
Russia was biased. We know both 
countries better ncw, and they 
‘are our allies. We must seek to 
live and work With them in nar- 
mony. 

Prof. Cooke urged revision cf 
our textbooks and teachings, for 
in many schools words, phrases 
and language are used to belittle 
peopie of other countries, not only 
because of color, but also for their 
politics, religion and other preju- 
dices, he said. 

We hoid exaggerated views ot 
our own country and its culture 
and will not permit anyone to 
“run us down,” he stated, yet 
have racial groups we curselves 
run ‘down and belittle. 


, The United States, he noted, 
| sprang from immigrant classes 
und must accedt invasion from ins 
coming minority groups and build 
upon them without prejudice, for 
there are good strains in them. 
“If we believe in the American 
way of life, we need have no fears. 
But if we continue to suffer race 
prejudice, then it will grow and 
r a dominating factor in 


our life and will become a grave |
